Morning Mat Time 

Having reviewed the flow of the morning and ensuring sufficient time for our 
Montessori work cycle, mat time will start at 8.55am and not 9.00am as it was 
previously. We were finding that children were arriving increasingly late and our mat 
time was not starting on time. 

Please ensure that you have arrived, signed your child in and said your goodbyes by 
8.55am. We ask that you leave the classroom at this stage as too many parents around 
can lead to children being distracted and unsettled. 



If you arrive late for mat time, we kindly ask that you say a quick goodbye at the 
preschool entrance and allow one of our teachers to take your child to the mat. Again 
this will reduce any distraction for children concentrating on mat time. Thank you.

Parent Teacher Interviews

• If your child is due to transition to school Jacqui will be co-ordinating the 
interviews and will be able to share information on how we are preparing your 
child for school, areas they are showing an interest in, their social skills and so 
on. 

• AW other children will be eligible for a parent teacher interview and Fiona and 
Jacqui will be leading these. 

Look out for the parent teacher interview schedule beside the signing in sheets. First 
come first served with the available time slots. 10 minutes will be allocated per child so 
it is essential you are on time or you may miss out.

Please ensure that at the end of the day your child (or siblings) is not playing on the 
climbing equipment as no teachers will be supervising and therefore we cannot be 
responsible for any accidents that occur or damage to preschool equipment. Thank you 
for your understanding.
